Board of Selectmen 
discuss future of 
Wildwood Cemetery

WILMINGTON - On Mon- 
day, Director of Public Works 
Michael Woods and DPW 
Assistant Business Manager 
Lorraine Church appraised 
the Board of Selectmen on 
the current status and poten- 
tial future of the Wildwood 
Cemetery. While the ceme- 
tery has not overused its 
space yet, changes may need 
to discussed and developed in 
the near future. 

Per Woods, the Wildwood 
Cemetery sells 32 lots per 
year, with the majority of 
those lots covering two 
graves. 153 people are buried 
in the Wildwood Cemetery 
per? year. Five veterans per 
year are buried in the sec- 
tion-of the cemetery desig- 
nated for veterans. 

While there remains plenty 
of space for the next few 
year’s, Woods anticipates 
that they may see that room 


run out in the not-too distant 
future. He estimates that 
there are 25 years’ worth of 
burials in the current prop- 
erty, at the current rate (this 
does not include the veter- 
ans’ section of the Wildwood 
Cemetery, which Woods says 
will continue to have space 
for another 150 years at the 
current rate of burial). 
Various ideas have been 
proposed as to how to contin- 
ue to develop and utilize the 
current grounds. With the 
increasing popularity of cre- 
mation (which have grown 
in usage by 11 percent in the 
last ten years), Woods has 


received approval to install a 


“Scattering Garden” on the 
grounds. The garden would 
be used by loved ones of a 
deceased person to scatter 
their ashes in a calm and 
quiet setting.

WILMINGTON - Wilming- 
ton will be forced to play the 
wait and see game with the 
unpopular Transrail project, 
as Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull’ and the Board of Se- 
lectmen move to block the 
latest maneuver by New 
England Transrail LLC. 

In a‘memo dated June 14, an 
attorney for the New England 
Transrail petitioned Victoria 
Rutson, Director of the Office 
of Environmental Analysis 
for‘ the Surface Transpor- 
tation Board to waive the six- 
month pre-filing notice re- 
quirement for the project. 

New England  Transrail 
seeks to construct and operate 
a rail line and “freight village” 
transloading facility on 34 
acres of land in Wilmington. 

“The six-month notice period 
may be waived ‘where appro- 
priate’ and such waivers are 
granted routinely,” Steven Leif- 
fer, attorney for New England 
Transrail, wrote. “We believe a 
waiver is appropriate in this 
case because the current up- 
dated petition relates to refine- 
ments to the lines and trans- 
loading facilities that were first 
described in a petition filed 
over ten years ago that have 
been the subject of a partial 
environmental review and oth- 
er proceedings since that time.” 

Leiffer, an attorney with 
Baker Botts LLP, went on to 
write that a six-month delay 
would “needlessly impede 
the -progress of this very 
important progress.” 

Hull and Wilmington legal 
counsel Dan Deutsch imme- 
diately moved to block this 
waiver, per a report Hull 
made to the Board of Select- 
men on Monday. 

“Attorney Deutsch’s corre- 
spondence expresses serious 
concerns about the proposed 
waiver,” Hull told the Board in 
a ‘written report. “Notable 
among those concerns is that 
thé Olin site is believed to be a 
unique circumstance in which 
a private party is seeking to 
redevelop an active Superfund 
site for intensive use despite 
the fact that the site contami- 
nants have not been fully char- 
acterized nor have the remedi- 
ation options been revealed.” 

Hull also pointed out that 
whien Transrail made a previ- 
ous filing to the Surface Trans- 
portation Board in 2005, they 
received this same waiver. 

For all the energy and concern 
on'the part of both Hull and the 
Board, at the moment there is 
nothing to be done but wait to 
see what response comes from 
these dueling petitions. 

“It?s just a matter of wait 
and see,” Hull said. 


Board of Selectmen unanimously - 
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approves large bond sale

WILMINGTON - On Mon- 
day the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen voted to 
approve the issuing of Bond 
Anticipation Notes for the 
Yentile Farm Project and 
the acquisition of a Fire 
Pumper. The bond sale 
totaled $5,450,000 with 
$650,000 devoted to the 
pumper and the remaining 
$4.8 million designated for 
the Yentile Farm Project. 

As part of the decision, the 


Selectmen had to vote on six 
conditions, those conditions 
being the approval of the 
sale of the notes; authoriza- 
tion of the time period for 
retirement of debt relating 
to the fire pumper being set 
at 12 years, authorization for 
the Treasurer to approve the 
Notice of Sale, Preliminary 
Official Statement, and 
finale Official Statement, 
authorization for the Trea- 
surer to deliver a significant 
events disclosure in the 
event of any “significant 
events” happening which 
could adversely impact pay- 


ment, directing the Trea- 
surer to implement federal 
tax compliance procedures, 
and the authorization of the 
Selectmen, the Town Clerk, 
and the treasurer to take ac- 
tion “related to this issuance 
to execute and provide any 
documentation required.” 
All six items were ap- 
proved unanimously by the 
Board of Selectmen. 
Despite all six items ulti- 
mately receiving approval, 
there was discussion involv- 
ing the terms of the bonds 
and procedure being fol- 
lowed. Selectmen Kevin 


Caira was unsure why the 
town would opt for the bond- 
ed route when there is cur- 
rently enough money in the 
capital stabilization fund 
(CSF) to simply buy the fire 
pumper and do away with 
the bond plan and the 
accrued interest payments 
that will come with it.

WILMINGTON - ‘Centenarian 
Eva Yagood has hit another mile- 
stone as she celebrated her 102nd 
birthday on June 23.

Yagood is one of eleven children, 
born to a large family in Russian- 
occupied Lithuania, her country 
then seized by Germany during her 
infancy. At one month old, her father 
left the family to fight in World War 
I, returning four years later. 

“I remember it like it was yester- 
day,” she said. A strange man bent 
down and tried to embrace her, but 
she pushed against the large man’s 
chest, arms stretched out and el- 
bows locked. “It was a long time 
ago, but I can hear my grandma’s 
voice saying, ‘Eva, Eva, it is your 
Papa, Eva.” 

She kept the green overcoat he 
wore that day tucked away in a 
closet in her home for many years, 
surviving two world wars and an 
escape to America. 

Yagood remembered Lithuania 
fondly, reminiscing about her time 
living along the banks of the Baltic 
Sea in a fishing village called 
Minija. In the evenings, she would 
sit outside and listen to the nightin- 
gales and larks, remarking how the 
larks would make dark spots in the 
sky at night. Although she has lost 
her eyesight to macular degenera- 
tion, she still loves to sit outside and 
listen to the birds and the ocean. 

Nature called to Yagood in her

The Social Security Administration will eventually 
contact them, but it can take months. 

‘'To make sure the decedent’s credit file is closed and cannot 
be used by thieves, send for a copy of the person’s credit 
reports at annualcreditreport.com. You'll need basic 
information about the individual, enough to answer the site’s 
multiple-choice security questions. Contact any creditors 
listed and notify them that the person is deceased. The 
creditors should close the accounts and take steps to collect 


if they are owed money.

Dear Editor: 
- This message is written to the 
Editor of The Town Crier. I have 
beeh a subscriber and reader of 
the Crier since 1999.

In last week’s, June 22nd, edi- 
tion, there was printed an 
OP/ED piece penned by the 
paper’s News Correspondent, 
Brendan Foley.

I view the parting from this con- 
vention as poor form and not 
befitting a newspaper with the 
tradition and history as rich as 
the Town Crier’s. I hope, Mr. 
Foley, that your Editor will be 
more conscious of placement in 
future issues. If, Mr. Foley, YOU 
are the new Editor, I hope that 
you will take this as constructive 
criticism. If not, then I expect that 
this message is being placed on 
page 1 just as yours was. 

Now, to address the charges 
made in Mr. Foley’s opinion “arti- 
cle”. Anyone who has watched or 
availed themselves of any history 
of local politics over the course of 
the last couple decades will know 
that through the years, there have 
been myriad times when mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen

and Sabra (Jacques) Carter, 
sh¢-was born in 1821 in a 
house’ that stood on Nichols 
Street in Wilmington.

The family moved to a 
large home on Middlesex 
Avénue where she lived for 
more; than 40 years.

“She never could bear to 
throw anything away,” the 
Lee read, “and when her 
seeds* of several years back 
accumulated, too conscien- 
tious to try to sell them, she 
would do up little packages 
of them and take them to the 
villdge school, explaining to 
the 'children as she doled 
them out, that though they 


might not come up, it would 
do no harm to plant them 
and see.” 

She once invited a neigh- 
bor to dinner, and then after 
her guest’s arrival, decided 
that she could not afford 
such hospitality. She told 
this to her visitor, and bade 
her farewell. 

Her business prospered so 
well that she added to her 
home several times, and 
after her death, when it was 
sold at auction, the house 
was divided into three parts, 
two of which stand today at 
the Main Street end of 
Middlesex Avenue. 

Sabra was a common 
name in those days, and she 
should not be confused with 
Sarah D. J. Carter who 
founded the Carter Lectures 
in Wilmington. 

Sabra’s mother, also 
named Sabra, was of of the 
Jaques family. She married 
Timothy Carter, and there 
were two children, each 
named for a parent. Tim- 
othy, known as T.J., born in 
1817, became a successful 
railroad builder. In her will, 
Mrs. Sabra Carter arranged 
to buy and then give to the 
town the land that is now 
Wilmington Common. Miss 
Sabra gave. the town the 
clock that is in the steeple of 
the Congregational Church. 

Sabra was a student of lan- 
guages and had a fairly good 
command of French, and a 
good knowledge of both Latin

It was when she returned 
that she set the town agog, 
by a proposal to set up some 
trust funds, which the town 
accepted and later rejected. 

Sabra hated three things, 
dogs, tobacco and liquor. In 
addition, as a good sharp 
business woman, she wanted 
to drive hard bargains which 
the town felt were not needed. 

Sabra owned ten shares of 
a company known as the 
Lombard Investment Com- 
pany, several shares of Den- 
ver Electric Light, and 20 
shares of the Howard State 
Bank of Kansas, which she 
proposed to give to the town. 
The value was about $5000. 
‘In return, the town was to 
spend the income on a num- 
ber of items. 

The Lombard income was 
to be spent in painting the 
homes of the townspeople, as 
needed — except that no one 
who owned a dog, or had 
owned for the past two years 
could apply. Neither could a 
person apply if he had ever 
used tobacco, and further-

more, he must be a member 
of a temperance society. 

The income from the Den- 
ver Electric Light was to be 
used one half for provide sci- 
entific works and travel 
books for the public library 
and the other half for public 
lectures on these subjects, 
but the lectures must be held 
of Wednesday afternoons. 

The Howard State Bank 
income was to be divided 
into eight parts. Two parts 
were for renovating ceme- 
tery headstones, one for 
keeping the Carter grave- 
yard in good condition, two 
for planting trees by the 
wayside, and three for buy- 
ing benches, which would be 
set by the wayside for travel- 
ers to use while resting. 

The town voted at annual 
town meeting to accept the 
offer, but one month later, 
the selectmen voted unani- 


mously to reject it. 

Henry Blanchard, who was 
chairman, said that Sabra 
had drawn up a legal docu- 
ment that tied the town up in 
knots, and guaranteed safe 
keeping of the money with 
no benefit to the town. 

There was, of course, a lot 
of excitement, and the Bos- 
ton papers reported on the 
business with some amuse- 
ment, but Sabra’s money 
was not accepted. 

Sabra died in 1893 and was 
buried in the Woburn ceme- 
tery. She wouldn’t be buried 
in a town that didn’t want 
her money. 

There was a contest to 
break her will. She had left 
her estate to form.a home for 
“poor girls of Wilmington,” 
and one of the provisions was 
that the girls had to wear her 
gowns, which were described 
as “lavender. 


prouted her business from seeds 


The contest alleged that 
she was insane, but the judge 
did not so rule. He said that 
she was just a “queer char- 
acter.” 

The executors found that it 
would be impossible to keep 
the provisions of her will, and 
thus accomplished the same 
purpose. They sold the house 
and all her belongs in it at 
public auction, and probably 
divided the estate as they had 
been planning anyway. 

The scrapbook clipping 
described some of the belong- 
ings auctioned, quaint and 
unique, like Sabra herself. 
There were beautifully braid- 
ed rugs of her own work, 
artistically woven bead bags 
and carefully constructed 
wax flowers. Her extensive 
library had ancient editions 
of French books, Greek 
grammars, and many vol- 
umes about birds and flowers.

penalties on people ~ 
who assault cops 


(AP) — Gov. Charlie Baker 
has filed legislation to 
toughen laws and increase 
potential penalties for peo- 
ple charged with assaulting 
a police officer, a month 
after an officer was slain by 
a man with history of scuf- 
fles with law enforcement. 

The Republican governor's 
legislation filed Thursday 
would upgrade the crime of 
causing serious bodily injury 
to an officer from a misde- 
meanor to a felony and boost 
the maximum prison time to 
10 years. The current maxi- 
mum is two and a half years. 

The bill would also bar 
judges — in cases where an 
individual causes serious 
bodily injury to a police offi- 
cer — from continuing the 
case without a finding, plac- 
ing the defendant on proba- 
tion, or giving the defendant 
a suspended sentence. 

Baker said those punish- 
ments are inappropriate in 
cases where a person breaks 
a police officer's jaw or arm, 
blinds an officer or causes 
an injury that result in a 
substantial risk of death. 


Under Baker's bill, judges 
would be required to impose 
a sentence of at least one 
year of incarceration in cases 
involving serious injury. 

"Police officers have diffi- 
cult and dangerous jobs and 
the current law does not 
allow for adequate penalties 
for those who assault offi- 
cers and cause them serious 
harm," Baker said. 

The bill would also let 
judges weigh whether an in- 
dividual charged with as- 
saulting an officer is a dan- 
ger to the community and, in 
certain cases, hold the per- 
son in jail before trial. 

Under current law, judges 
are required to release a per- 
son charged with assaulting 
a police officer in the line of 
duty without considering 
whether that person is a dan- 
ger to the community, Baker 
said. 

Auburn Officer Ronald 
Tarentino Jr. was shot and 
killed during a May 22 traffic 
stop by a man with a lengthy 
criminal record that includ- 
ed assaults on police.

Engineered by Loammi Baldwin 
of Woburn, the canal was incorpo- 
rated by the first Governor of 
Massachusetts, John Hancock, 
and others in 1793. The canal was 
built for the purpose of getting 
timber from New Hampshire 
down to Boston to feed the hungry 
expansion of the great hub. The 
canal runs 27 miles from the 
mighty Merrimack River to the 
Charles River in Boston. 

The canal starts in Charlestown 
and passes through Somerville, 
Medford, Winchester, Woburn, 
Wilmington, Billerica, 
Chelmsford and on up. The 
canal was hand dug and is 3 1/2 
feet deep and thirty feet wide. 
The shovel which dug the first 
soil is on display at the museum. 

At its peak, the canal had 20 
locks and 8 aqueducts, some 
remains of which can be seen in 
Wilmington along Route 129. In 
fact, the dioramas at the muse- 
um show the lock system and 
have a terrific interactive water 
flow exhibit that delights school

It ironically 
followed almost the same path as 
the river, and provided the main 
means of transport for railroad 
ties and even, according to the 
Canal Association’s pamphlet, 
“the engine which was shipped to 
Lowell for assembling.”

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Tewksbury 11-year-old American All- 
Star team battles Andover until the end

TEWKSBURY -- The 
Tewksbury American 11 All- 
Star team suffered a very 
tough loss on Monday night, 
dropping an 8-5 decision to 
Andover, with Andover scor- 
ing seven runs in the top of 
the sixth inning to take the 
victory away from the 
locals.

Leadoff hitter Connor 
Cremin got on board with a 
hard hit ball that scooted 
under the second baseman 
moving Flynn over to second 
with one out. Andrew Della 
Piana came up again and 
laid down a perfect drag 
bunt down the first baseline 
to load them up for 
Tewksbury with number 
three hitter Anthony 
Burgess coming up. Burgess 
then drew a walk, collecting 
an RBI and plating the first 
run of the tournament for 
Tewksbury, taking a 1-0 lead. 
Cleanup hitter Scotty Miller 
stepped in with a single to 
scored Cremin from third, 
making the score 2-0 in favor 
of Tewksbury with the bases 
were still loaded with one 
out. The Andover pitcher 
bared down and picked up a 
swinging strikeout to get two 
outs for Andover but
